Propaganda — 

Gibraltar (31 Oct 1909) — For the first time since the 18th century, the gateway to 
the Mediterranean has fallen by force of arms. The Austrian Second Fleet, after 
two months of steady bombardment, has forced the small Anglo-French garrison to 
surrender. The victory was a bitter one, however, for in the confusion, General 
Dimmelroi, the French commander in Iberia, was allowed to escape into Spain, §§ffl 
There is jubilation in th& Austrian navy tonight, in spite of the disappointment, for 
for the first time in centuries is the Inner Sea controlled by its own people. 

Vienna (7 November 1909) — In historic actions, the Assembly of the Central European 
J^deiaticn today made the Kingdom of Egypt, the Kingdom of Libya, the Republic and 
Free City of Algiers members of its community of nations. i2nbracing as it now does, 
almost the entire Mediterranean shoreline, and most of the old Roman Empire, the CEF 
is the most powerful union to be formed since the United States of America in 1776. 
Begun in 1903 as a successor to the Kabsburg Empire, it expanded to include the 
Kingdom of Italy, after the new Federation intervened in civil strife in that penin- 
sula. Then came the war with Turkey, now drawing to a close, which saw the Federa- 
tion reach the Indian Ocean and the sources of the Nile. The actions completed 
today, making Egypt, Libya, and Algeria full members of the Federation, underscore 
the multi-national and multi-racial character of the organization. If and when its 
acknowledged goal of uniting the peoples of the Mediterranean is fulfilled, it will 
become, after China, the largest and most productive nation of the earth, 
There is even, in the minds of some politicians of the Federation, as far off and 
remote as it may seem, hope for a union of the two greatest powers of Europe, "Not 
only", as one official put it, "a united Christiandom but a united Mohammedanism 
as well" — a dream even Charlemagne and Caesar never shared.

Constantinople — It is with grave misgivings that we look at the Russian demarche in 
the Ukraine. While peacefully complying with the provisions of our recent treaty, 
Russian- and Austrian troops attacked and massacred our Army of the North. The 
government of the Ottoman Brcpire reminds Russia that without our aid it would never 
have come- to power, and likewise without our efforts on its behalf, would never 
have even been allowed to regain its homeland at all. #### We commend to the gaze 
of the Czar the fertile Austrian plain as a target for his obvious avarice. It is 
most doubtful that any military force of any sise can regain the Crimea for the 
Russias without our consent. "However, the Austrian realms of Galicia and Bohemia 
are most open to your reach. Our aid, of course, would help you to gain Austrian 
territory for your own use. ' We have little doubt, that our nations can work pro- 
fitably together. We hope you share our confidence. 

England France: I hate to say, "I told you so." 

Moscow — As the Russian leader was taking in the town he was shown the upcoming 
military plans, which ruined. .his vacation. His crossed fingers do not help his 
tennis game at all. ' ' ■" ■ 

St. Petersburg — Contrary to the accounts of numerous romors circulating at this 
moment there is no agreement between the Russian people and the Turks, and there 
never will be until every Turkish body is either six feet under or south of the border.
